“grounds are the steamers sailing 
under. the flag of ‘the China Mer- 
chants Steam Navigation Company 
permitted to leave this port, carrying 
passetigers, without previously under- 
goiig the Government survey ac- 
cording to Ordinance No. 8 of 1879.? 
We presume there will-be'no diffi- 
éulty in admitting that’ the China 
Merchants Company’s steamers do 
leave this port regularly, carrying 
more than twelve passengers,. which 
is the number prescribed by ordi- 
nanee, and that these vessels do not 
undergo. the survey laid down by 
law!.. For this omission. there must 
be some person responsible ; for this 
unsatisfactory. state of things there 
must surely be some remedy! [tis 
clearly apparent to us that if this 
particular Company’s steamers are 
“exempted from the provisions. of: 
Ordinance 8 of 1879, they are en- 
joying a very greatand valuable pri-. 
vilege, which is ‘denied to steamers 
belonging to other companies, and 
sailing under other flags, a piece of 
unjustifiable partiality which de- 
mands somo satisfactury’explanation 


in the interests of our shipping com~-
